You have no need to worry about foreign money. All our 
prices are clearly marked in dollars and cents and you will pay for 
the seeds in dollars and send the money to our U.S.A. address. 


You know just how much seed you will get in each packet. 
The approximate number of seeds is clearly marked against each 
variety in the catalogue. 


Oddly enough, these superlative seeds are cheaper in most 
cases than those you usually buy! Exceptions are melons, 
cucumbers and tomatoes, where the expert care needed in cleaning 
and selecting the seed raises their cost a little. The quality is well 
worth the extra!

COMPOST GROWN VEGETABLE SEEDS 


BEET Pkt. (350 seeds) 15¢e.; 02. (1,200 seeds) 40c. 


Blood Red Detroit. The outstanding ‘main-crop beet, uniform 
in shape, smooth skinned with fine top, flesh deep crimson. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS Pkt. (1,000 seeds) 25c.; 4 oz. (4,000 
seeds) 75Sce. 


This popular English vegetable is easy to grow. The plant is 
of medium height and produces sprouts about the size of a 
walnut. 


Cambridge Early. The earliest variety. Sprouts are large and 
of delicious flavour. 


Cambridge Late. Will give deliciously-flavoured sprouts late 
in the season. 


CABBAGE Pkt. (1,000 seeds) 15c.; oz. (9,000 seeds) 75c. 


Flower of Spring. A popular cabbage, producing good pointed 
heads of excellent quality. Sown in the Fall, cut in early Spring.
